HELLENIC HELPED TO 
BRING BACK CROWDS 


There was a spectacular and totally unexpected increase 


Sydney First Division championship matches this year. 


Competition crowds were 
up a whopping 35 per cent. 
on last year, something not 
even the boldest visionary 
would have dared to envisage 
in view of the meagre Ampol 
Cup attendances. 

Yet the figures are here to 
prove that 403,649 spectators 
watched the First Division 
championship as against only 
298,000 in 1967. 

The average weekly attend- 
ance per round jumped dra- 
matically from 13,545 last 
year to 18,347 spectators — 
almost on a par with the 
boom season of 1962, though 
not quite up to the record 
1963 and 1964 levels. 

Many reasons contributed 
to the big crowd increase, 
none more so than Pan Hel- 
lenic’s great season and the 
presence of former Greek in- 
ternational, Takis Loukanidis, 
in the last nine championship 
rounds. 

Pan Hellenic, who attracted 
156,124 spectators to their 
matches (an average of 7,096 
per game), meant the differ- 
ence between a fair increase 
on last year and the huge up- 
surge which took place in 
1968. 

They not only swelled the 
total attendances week after 
week, especially after Louka- 
nidis joined them, but, more 
importantly, helped fill the 
coffers of those clubs fortun- 
ate enough to entertain them 
ut home. 

In all fairness, however, it 
must be pointed out that there 
had been an increase in 
crowds even before Louka- 
nidis appeared on the scene. 

At the half-way mark of 


. 


the championship the weekly 
average was already up some 
25 per cent on the preyious 
year, and it’s safe to assume 
that without Loukanidis the 
total attendance for the 22 
rounds would have been in 
the vicinity of 340,000 spect- 
ators instead. of passing the 
400,000 mark. 

The ideal weather — every 
Sunday produced fine, sunny 
conditions, and for the first 
time not one match was post- 
poned because of rain — the 
closeness of the competition, 
what with APIA losing their 
grip on the title, and increas- 
ed attendances at Woonona 
in the early part of the sea- 
son, before the glamor of 
Jim Kelly’s return wore off, 
also contributed to the spiral- 
ling attendances this year. 

The 12 First Division teams 
attracted the following spect- 
ators at their 22 matches this 


year (last year’s total in 
brackets):

Hakoah truly humbled by 
Hellenic's great spirit

~~“ AT lingering’ doubts about: the -tremendous=--= How 


value of Blanco to Prague were cleared away last 
Sunday when the slim, pale Argentinian set his 
team on the way to a shock and apparently 
sizeable victory over APIA. 


After 35 minutes Prague 
were leading 3-0, largely due 
to the impeccable midfield 
control and distribution of 
Blanco and Scheinflug. 

Under their tutelage, Gauto 
and Hoggart grew wings and 
ran rings around the totally 
bewildered APIA defence. 

In fact, it looked like a 
painfully one-sided affair — 
until half time, that is. 

When Blanco failed to re- 
appear on the field because 
of an ankle injury, one sensed 
that Prague would struggle to 
maintain their rhythm and 
superiority. 

And this is precisely what 
did happen. Reshuffled and 
without their chief prompter, 
the smooth, at times specta- 
cular Prague machine broke 
down. 

Scheinflug alone was un- 
able to continue his midfield

Blue, a replacement for 
Campana at half time, added 
zip to the APIA attack and 
quickly masterminded APIA’s 
yital second goal that pulled 
them back into the match. 


From then on it was one 
relentless APIA onslaught 
and with Prague tiring, the 
writing was on the wall. 


In extra time Prague scor-

Neither Petrou nor Logan 
or Kakakios could be fairly 
described as match-winners
